REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Honorable School Board: 


Il began my duties as superintendent of schools in the 
supervisory district of Newport and New London, Octo- 
ber 5. I found in New London a lack of system and uni- 
formity in school work, a decided lack of business 
management in the care of text-books and supplies, and 
untrained teachers, who, while earnest and faithful, were 
working in many cases along unpedagogical lines. These 
conditions are obviously not productive of the best re- 
sults. It has been to apply correctives along these three 
lines that I have labored. We may report progress in 
“them all. 

I found the attendance far from satisfactory. I believe 
that much of the absence registered during the fall term 
could have been avoided by sufficient care on the part of 
parents. Tardiness had grown to entirely unnecessary 
and demoralizing proportions. Our office hours in school 
work are from nine to twelve and from one to four. Chil- 
dren should be made to feel that it is their business to 
be at their desks when these office hours begin, unless 
there is some very good reason why they should be absent 
or tardy. ‘‘Had to go on an errand’’ that should have 
been done earlier, or ‘‘Didn’t get up in time,’’ are not 
2ood excuses for shortcomings. I want the school to be a 
happy and beautiful place, a place of real enjoyment; but 
IT also want it to be a place of serious endeavor, where 
healthful attitudes of mind toward the world’s work are 
created and stimulated. The teaching of facts, essential 
as these are, is not the great work of the school. The 
creat business of the school is to train in habits of orderly

thinking and doing, of industry and thrift. This training 
cannot be had in a school which does not condemn and 
remedy lack of punctuality. Will parents help us to im- 
prove the efficiency of the schools by seeing that their 
children are regular and prompt in attendance. In the 
Burpee Hill school the attendance during the fall term 
was perfect, there being no case of either absence or tardi- 
ness for the entire term. I would hold this school up as 
an example of what may be. 

I found books belonging to the town had in many eases 
been distributed to the children without having been 
stamped or numbered in any way, so that there was no 
accurate way of determining what was town property and 
what was not. These books were not only given out with- 
out identification marks, but I found no record of the fact 
that they had been distributed. School books which are 
town property should be stamped and numbered, and 
when distributed to the various schools, charged to such 
schools. Further, when they are given to the children, 
the teacher should have a complete record of all the public 
property in the hands of each child; and each child should 
be held responsible for the proper use of such property in 
fact as well as in theory. I expect to save a large part of 
what I actually cost the towns of Newport and New Lon- 
don by judicious purchase and economic use of text-books 
and supplies. — 

Matters relating to the subjects of the course of study, 
to attendance, to clean and attractive classrooms, ete.,. 
fall under the head of administrative method. A good 
superintendent must be an expert in administrative 
method. But more than that, he must be an expert in 
teaching method. The untrained teacher, and many a 
trained one, does not appreciate the difference between 
hearing recitations and real teaching. Even if a teacher 
does know this difference, it requires great skill to dis- 
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tinguish between the teaching of mere words and the 
teaching of ideas’ No teacher can succeed who lacks 
either of these insights. To secure teachers who have 
these and to help those who have them not to grow to 
them is the great work of a good superintendent. 

When elildren talk glibly about the number of cubic 
féet of volume in a room and at the same time are willing 
{o measure the distance from New London to Newport in 
either cubic or square feet, and tell you that a square foot 
is six inches thick, it is clear that they are dealing with 
mere words. It is a common fault with many otherwise 
good schools that they deal with what may be ealled pure 
science, when they should be dealing with applied science. 
To relate the work of the school to the work of the world 
is essential. | 

I found a very decided dearth of interesting reading 
material in the schools, and consequently the majority of 
the children were poor readers. The power to read con- 
stitutes the foundation element in our educational scheme. 
Until a child can read it is useless to ask him to do in- 
dividual work in history, geography, or even in number. 
Of course, it is understood that by the power to read I 
mean vastly more than the ability to say the words. A 
systematized course of reading from the first grade to the 
ninth has been planned and several of the sets of books 
required to carry it out have been purchased. We shall 
see that these books are taken care of. They should last 
and remain in good condition for from four to eight years, 
according to the grades in which they are used. We shall 
add new sets as fast as our appropriations will permit, 
until the course is in full operation. This course has been 
planned with two ends in view, the increase of knowl- 
edge, and the cultivation of the child’s taste. It will be 
noticed that an attempt has been made to’ produce a 
balanced course for each grade,—the material falling un- 
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age the heads of madi liber atire, history, gooovantie: and 
nature study. Children bred on such a course in reading 
will have a vocabulary, a culture, and a breadth of view 
that cannot be gotten in any other way. They come to be 
acquainted with the culture of the ages. A new system of 
teaching beginners to read has been put into operation in 
the first grades, and parents are cordially invited to visit 
the schools and see what these first grade children can do. 

A school in which the work of nine grades is done with 
only two teachers cannot hope to compare favorably, other 
things being equal, with a school in which there is but one 
grade in a room. It was not the number of children in 
the upper room of the Colby Hill school, but the number 
of grades, that produced uneconomic conditions, each 
grade getting only one fifth of the teacher’s time. And 
when the question of economy is discussed, it should al- 
ways be kept in mind that cost is not the whole question, 
but that it is a question of the cost of production as com- 
pared with the value of the manufactured article. Three 
teachers will cost more than two, but the increased 
amount of work which the children will be able to accom- 
plish will far more than pay for the additional cost. It 
should also be kept in mind that the teacher secured for 
this new room, being a trained teacher, entitles the town 
to draw from the state two dollars for each week of her 
service. Until the new room was opened, we had no “‘ap- 
proved teachers’’ in town. If all of our teachers were 
‘‘approved,’’ as they should be, we could draw from the 
state two dollars a week for each teacher, amounting to 
$432 for a school year of thirty-six weeks. Teachers al- 
ready in the service may be put upon the approved lst by 
passing a state examination, which entitles them to the 
state certificate. I find also that this town has failed to 
get any help from the state on the average attendance 
grant. The town of Newport drew on last year’s average 
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attendance $718.60. This matter will be looked up. The 
larger the average attendance, of course, the more money 
the town draws. So here is another and a very potent 
argument for better attendance. 

Some parts of this report may seem a little severe. But 
I am not satisfied with fair schools. Neither are you. We 
want efficient schools,—schools in which children are 
taught to do in a cheerful, efficient and expeditious man- 
ner the many daily tasks that come to all of us.

REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS. 


Your commissioners desire to call attention first, to the 
eenerous act of Mrs. J. J. Tracey, in the fitting up and 
care of the cemetery, in the west part of the town, thus 
relieving the town of that expense and doing far more 
for its beautifying than the town would have felt willing 
to do. 

In the old cemetery we have made a beginning on a 
much needed work. 

We gratefully acknowledge the very generous response 
of many of those interested in the improvement of their 
own lots and those occupied by their ancestors; some 
twenty-five lots were thus put in good condition. 

There is, however, a large area, where there is no one 
interested. Your commissioners reset in cement some 
ninety-five stones and _ straightened up some _ three 
hundred. 

The fence next the street was repaired and painted, 
the accumulation of rubbish next the rear wall, with the 
underbrush, was cut and burned, needed tools and equip- 
ment were purchased. 

Throughout the country, in the best cemeteries, the 
ancient method of curbing lots and of raising a mound of 
earth has been done away with, except what may be ~ 
necessary to level the lot. We have attempted to encour- 
age this method, as far as possible, in the grading of new 
lots. First, it lessens the expense; second, the lot is less 
affected by dry weather; third, there is a very great 
advantage in the future care of the lot. 

The question of perpetual care has been taken up with 
a considerable number of parties and each succeeding 
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year will show a constantly increasing number of funded — 
lots. With the experience of only one season, we are of 
the opinion that the income from a fund of fifty to one 
liundred dollars, according to the size and condition of 
the lot, will do much for the proper care of an average 
UA ahhaen 

The only known record shows the number of deaths in 
New London since 1839 to be 942. A conservative esti- 
mate would place the number of burials in our cemeteries 
at over 1,500. 

It is a reasonable supposition that about the same num- 
ber of bodies have been brought to New. London for 
interment as there were of those who died here that were 
buried elsewhere. 

It is surprising when you study the question to find 
how large is the number of unmarked graves and how 
large an area must be cared for at public expense. Your 
commissioners would recommend the marking in some 
inexpensive way these graves as far as possible. 

It will be advisable to build a small building for the 
storage of tools and equipment. 

The work of righting up stones and smoothing of lots 
should be carried forward in sections where no relatives 
can be found. 

Your commissioners desire to acknowledge the kind- 
ness and co-operation of all in carrying out the work 
assigned to us.
